It ia a 
hnilding of enormona moadTenesa and solidi^, au d 
will not rapidly fall into decay. The htnlding from 
its dhueoatotta looks imposing from the river; the 
m ain gateway facing the rireir ia pictnreeqne. On 
its oompletion the Ftinoe uispected it, bat did not 
like it, and gave it to ^fir Alttltil Kiiitiin- 


This was built by Andml Omrah, Nawab ShoUti 
on his ffuooeediug priiuoa AzimugiliaD. os 
Yioeroj of Bengal.

Thew tem ples are of ooneiderable oelebrity. The centra 
temple is a small terraoe-rool^ building 2 ^' x SO" 
dedicated to the God with two large temples on 
each side. In it ie the image of the goddess K&ll, 
a Tciy fine epccimcn of sculpture in stone. 01 the 
side tamplea the western one is a ** Panflharatn%^^ or 
a temple with fire towers, ot which the centre one 
13 about 50 feat high^ with side ones of a smaller 
height The eastern temple standa on a base 13 feet 
square and nses in a single spire to a height of 
about 70 feet, and it can be smu from a great dis¬ 
tance. Tho temples ore of very solid coustruotion, 
and ornamented outside with carved work in brick 
and pUfitef. They are about 200 years old. There 
stood ctofie by nu older temple called ^^NaTaretua,^' 
which waa 2 o 0 years old and which coUapsed about 
12 yeara ago. The railway lino now runt close in

Ixi the early part o£ tho eighteenth eeatoiy, the 
Aimeuiaufl settled at Dacca in hLsatem Eengal and 
fumed a colony there, when it was one ol the tm- 
poitout commercial centres in DongoL Thera they 
Bourished in commardsl puisuits ter a eousider- 
able time, and amassed great riches. At first they 
buiU a s mall chApel, where they worflliipped prior 
to the ereotion of the present church, and they 
lie buried in the eemetofy at Tejg&oU| whe^ many 
an old tombstone with Armenian inscriptions can 
be seen. 


The eldest is to the memory ol one Avetis, an 
Armeniiui meiehant, who had died at Daooa on 
15 th August 1714 . 

In 1701 the growing community ereotod the pre- 
Eont Armemaji chuich st Doocti m the locality 
known as Armonitohi (Aimetnan Btrast) and 
dedicated it to the **Hdy EesurrecHom"^

Tbcre are other minor mosquefl and tombs in tho 
vicinitj, but they are in rams and without any 
inscriptions, and no- hiatoiy of them oan be trao 0 <h 

No history can either be traced riaowiug the ago or 
the founder of tho Sit Gomal Moaque; there le no 
stone insoription or anything eonn^ed with tho 
mosqno which might rire a clue to its hirtoiy* The 
hlollab aaya that mere was on engraTod etono 
bnilt oner tbo control doorway of the moeque, bnt 
that when it was negloctcd and oTez]^wn with 
jungle tho stone ms dSached fcpom the hoilding and 
taken away by mischiovoaB persons. 

Themnqid is an oblong hall 4E^x W feet iniida 
measurement with four boUnw, octagonal towers of 
8' inaido and 12" outside measuremeiit. These ore 
in two stories and are eunnounted by a dome. 
The main hall is also roofed over by three domoe m 
thensiml mosque fashion, and these three domes with 
the fo^ others cn the eomar towers make In all 
seven in number, which give rise to tho name of Bit 
Gomal Masjid, or tho moaqno of 7 domwi. The 
boildi^ is ornamented both inside and outside 
with iDumnoTable mchos and recesses. 


Alotii 8 miles to the iiorth*wegt of the town of Darai, 
near tho largo tillago of Hirpar stands the Dorgl 
m tho Mausoleam of the saint Shah All Bdbeb. it 
is a souare building 33 feet outside measttremnt 
and about the same in height with walls 7 feot thick 
and contains the tomb of the naint tn its oentre.

This tomb ongbt to be npaind, and the ooet ol 
doing so would be iacoosideiable. Thera is no old 
building in Eastern Bengal which ^ves a better 
idea of Muhammadan ta^, and there is none 
which, when properlj repaired, would ao long defy 
the ravages of time. The Muhammadans of Sonir* 
goon are too poor to reoonstmrt it themselves. They 
take great pride in showing it, although thej know 
nothing about it but the name of the Sultin who 
is supposed to be buried there, and they take everr 
care that uons of the stones me carri^ off. It is 
said that some of the stones were stolen at one time, 
and the offender woa detected and punished wtdh 
unprieonment. 

The village of Maghiipird is considered by the 
natives of Sonirgaou to be the site of the ancient 
eitj. It has in its immediate neighbourhood several 
undoehtedlj old buildings, and within a ehort dis¬ 
tance is on eminence, which still beats the nimta of 
** Damdomdor fort. Tins mound, which bos a 
magnificent tamarind-tree growing on its top, is 
ciroiilnr, but no trocoe of lortifiostions ate vudble. 

1 It was used for many years by the Muham¬ 
madans os th«r AtharkAdnd during the Muhamm. 
On the tenth day all the gorlMds and ornaments 
that were mode in place of t&ziyos were hero col¬ 
lected to be admired by the people; the proctiee hsa 
died out, as the local Muhammadans have rince bo- 
oama Ferocis or non'idolaters. 

In the email market village of Maghr&pdrli Is the 
tomb of Munua Sbah Dorvesh. At the foot a light 
is always burned at night, and every orthMOX 
Muhammndau, os he posses the tomb, stops and 
mutters a prayer. This saint, about whom nothing 
is known, is said to have lived at tho same time 
aa the more famous pjr whose tomb stands a 
little to the north. 

This latter ta called the dorafi of Sheik Mohamed 
Yhsttf. It coataasBthe tombs of the saint, of his 
SOB, aM of his wife. It consistB iff two eloDgw- 
ated dome-roofed buildhigs, each surmounted by 
two pinuadee or kolas ssid to have be^ oovared 
with gold, of which no trace remains. 

These tombs are doblilute of any ormunont inside, ll 
They are kept icroptiltmsly dean, and ore covered 
with sheets. When a raiyat hasreaped anunnsnoUy 
abundant harveet, he preeonta a few bundks of 
ripe rice iA the tomb m token of gwititndfl B
